Teachers and War 

While the University of Georgia, at Athens, © 
has opened a special office for registration of 
teachers for the schools of the state, the teach- 
er-shortage problem, compound of war's de- 
mands and low salaries, becomes more and 
more pressing daily. 

It was reported this past week that the 
Fulton county schools alone have lost 26 teach- 
ers to the armed services, with more subject to 
call at any moment. And Dr. M. D. Collins, 
State school superintendent, recently declared 
that there are 2,000 teacher vacancies today in 


the schools of.the state. 


At the University contacts have been ar- 
ranged with almost all other states, with the 
idea of inducing qualified teachers from any 
areas with a surplus to come to States which, 
like Georgia, cannot find enough. 


The gravity of the situation is aggravated 
by the fact that wartime imposes greater 
responsibilities and more work on the schools 
than ever before. Teachers have done mag- 
nificent work, as unpaid volunteers, in regis- 
trations, in rationing, in scrap collection and 
scores of other ways. Pupils, too, have co- 
operated in every way they possibly can in every 


war effort. 

The teacher shortage is particularly unfor- 
tuinate in the high school grades. For it will 
not be many years, if the war continues, before 
the high school students of today will be the 
fighting men of the future. And there is every 
reason why these young people should be given | 
fpecial training to fit them in advance, as far

as possible, for the war duties they will have to 
assume tomorrow. Which again calls for special- 
ly qualified teachers. | 

Despite Governor Talmadge’s action in in- 
creasing teacher pay, it seems the faculties of 
Georgia’s schools are, perforce, going to remain 
skeletonized for the duration.

Showing the Way 

It has frequently been argued that a quicker 
and more frank release of war news by the 
United States Army and Navy departments 
would result in a great improvement in civilian 
morale in this country; that it would, at least, 
quickly eliminate that over-complacency which 
is so frequently evidenced among large portions 
of the civilian population. 

The value.of full and prompt ‘reports on all 
war actions has, in recent weeks, been strik- 
ingly demonstrated in Canada. The result of 
this change in method, chiefly by the Canadian 
naval authorities, is described as “electric.” 
While Canada has, from the very start, made 
magnificent contribution to the war effort, 
reports today state that the change in public 
attitude there in recent weeks has been so 
remarkable it is like an entirely different 
country. : 

Three Canadian naval vessels were 
within two weeks’ time recently. The Canadian 
Navy press section got complete casualty lists, 
survivors’ stories and other details into news- 
paper offices within hours after the vessels 
sank, with the speed of wire service. 

A Canadian destroyer sank a submarine 
and, merely minutes after the destroyer dock- 
ed, full details were ready for the Canadian 
press. Merely by installing this system of 
prompt and complete release of all news, the 
Canadian navy .has been almost continuously 
upon the front pages for the past few weeks. 

And the Canadian people know exactly what 
is happening on the war fronts, with the result 
they are throwing themselves into the war 
effort with a new and revolutionary enthusiasm 
and understanding of the cost of victory.

Utilization of all man-power these days is 


vitally important to our nation, as the War 
Manpower Commission in Washington points 
out, but full utilization of experience and tal- 
ents that are available is something each com- 
munity will have to work out for itself. 

As a pertinent illustration there is the case 
of Jere A. Wells, who was the capable head 
of the Fulton county school system for 18 years. 
Wells resigned last spring in order to run for 
congress.

With the armed services daily drawing more 
and more experienced educators from the 
school systems, and with Fulton county hard

This is the sort of fitting in of abilities that 
should be seriously considered for the best 
advantage of our community during wartimes, 
not merely in schools but in all fields of work 
contributing to the war and civilian economy.

The Chinese have gone about their mental 
warfare in a clever manner.

The angle? Simplicity itself: the puppet is 
shown kneeling.

However, the committee ex- 
pressed confidence that the Ameri- 
can public can take it when the 
time comes—that it has “the cour- 
age and the understanding to ac- 
cept the inevitable losses which 
must be taken in warfare, provid- 
ed false hopes are not raised.” 

Discussing the question of sacri- 
ficing speed for fighter protection, 
the committee compared the gun- 
bristling P-39’s and P-40’s with the 
lighter-armed Japanese Zero. 

It acknowledged that the Zero 
had cerfain better flying charac- 
teristics—faster climb, higher ceil- 
ing and greater maneuverability— 
but said that the P-40 had a num- 
ber of better “fighting characteris- 
tics’’—greater diving ability, great- 
er fire power, heavy armor,. leak- 
proof tanks, and higher speed. 

Pilots Prefer P-40. 

Concluding that the Zero is an 
excellent flying machine but a rel- 
atively poor fighting machine, the 
committee said that it had re- 
ceived testimony that American 
pilots prefer the P-40 to the Zero 
because of the former’s fire power 
and protection, 

Satisfaction that the Army’s Fly- 
ing Fortress is “the fastest high- 
altitude long-range bomber in pro- 
duction in the. world” was ex- 
pressed in the report, which said 
also that “their fighting qualities 
in daylight combat with the enemy 
have been without precedent in 
this war.”

But neither 
can there be any doubt that the ap- 
pearance of a second front on the 
European continent—and it must 


unquestionably appear in the near 
tuture—will materially ease the 
situation of our army to the detri- 
ment of the German army.” 

Stalin refrained from mention- 
ing a second front in his public 
statements on the occasions of Red 
army day and May day. 

“Bonds of Friendship.” 

In his May day order, Stalin 
said: 

“The peoples of all freedom-lov- 
ing countries look upon the Soviet 
Union as a force that is capable of 
delivering the world from the Hit- 
lerite plague. 

“First among the freedom-loving 
countries stand Britain and the 
United States of America to which 
| we are linked by bonds of friend- 
‘ship and alliance and which are 
'affording our country of ever-in- 
'creasing military assistance against 
the German Fascist invaders.” 

The second front became a ma- 
jor issue after Foreign Commissar 
Molotov’s visit to London and 
Washington last May and the pub- 
lication of joint communiques an- 
nounced that “complete under- 
standing was reached with regard 
to the urgent tasks of creating a 
second front in Europe in 1942.” 

Molotov told the supreme Soviet 
during the ceremony May 18 rati- 
fying the British-Soviet treaty: 

“This statement is of great im- 
portance for the peoples of the 
‘Soviet Union since the creation of 
'a second front in Europe will cre- 
ate insuperable difficulties for 
Hitler’s armies on our front. Let 
us hope that our common eneny 
will soon experience to his cost 
the results of the ever-growing 
military collaboration of the three 
great powers.” 

The second front has come to 
be regarded in Russia as an Allied 
obligation, as much as the delivery 
of supplies which was agreed upon 
at a three-power conference in 
Moscow a year ago. 

Although the Germans have been 
attacking the northern shipping 
route between the United States 


‘and Britain and Russia with air, | 


surface and submarine forces, con- 
voys have continued to bring in 
supplies. Late last month, Foreign 
Minister Anthony Eden announced 
‘in Britain that the largest convoy 
/ever to reach Russia had delivered 
(a great cargo of fighting equip- 
‘ment despite furious German at- 
| tacks. 

| Main Obligation. 

| The m@in obligation of the Al- 
lies, as indicated by frequent com- 
iment of the official Russian press, 
‘is considered here to be the open- 
‘ing of a second front. 

| Stalin discussed this matter per- 
'sonally both with Prime Minister 
Churchill and with Wendell Will- 
kie, President Roosevelt’s personal 
envoy who was here last month. 

After their visits to Moscow, 
Churchill acknowledged in the 
house of commons that Russia was 
ne‘ gatisfied with the support she 
was receiving. 

Willkie declared that it-was his 
conviction that the Allies could 
help Russia best by starting a sec- 
ond front, and expressed the opin- 
ion that certain military leaders 
might have to be prodded into ac- 
tion. ,

The marshal asked all Germans 
to stand up under British bombing 
with patience, and said his own 
air force is so busy in Russia that 
he cannot get around immediately 
to meeting the British challenge 
in the air. But the day of retalia- 
tion will come, he said. 

Goerihg’s address, broadcast to 
Germany and the rest of the world 
seemed designed to explain why 
this year’s harvest in Europe may 
be inadequate for the needs of, the 
continent. 

Germans Come First. 

If there is not enough for every- 
one, Germans will come first in 
the distribution of available food, 
he said frankly. Occupied coun- 
tries, he promised will contribute 
to the feeding of the Reich this 
winter. 

Goering indicated that in only 
two respects were European and 
German harvests adequate. The 
potato crop, he said, was the best 
ever, while in the Kuban region 
along the Don German troops took 
a district in which “sun flowers 
stretch as far as the eye can see.” 

Sun flower seed oil, he said, will 
'do much to bolster the scanty fat 
‘rations of Germany and the occu- 
pied countries. 

Making one of the homely smart- 
cracks, for which he is famous, he 
said: 

“Take care of your potatoes, 
take them into the drawing room. 
I would rather put my potatoes in 
the drawing room than in the cel- 
lar, for a drawing room is of no 
use to now, but potatoes will 
be of great use to me in the winter 
and spring.” 

Extra Meat Promised. 

Then he promised there would 
be some extra meat for Christmas 
(the average ration at present be- 
ing about three-quarters of a 
pound weekly), extra flour “and 
probably other good things.”

St. Louis Takes Com- 
manding 3-1 Lead in 
World Series.

YANKEE STADIUM, NEW 
YORK, Oct. 4.—(#)—The raging 
Redbirds from St. Louis stormed 
to victory over the once proud 
New York Yankees again today, 9 
to 6, in the wildest and most furi- 
ous installment of the World Se- 
ries and thereby made it possible 
for the Cardinals to clinch the 
championship tomorrow. 

It was a stupendous struggle be- 
tween speed and power for the 
greatest crowd in World Series 
history, 69,902, and for the third 
straight game speed was supreme. 
The Redbirds ran and got the 
Yanks on the run, too, with a defi- 
cit of three games to one. 

The pitching of both teams fell 
to pieces and the Cardinals, after 
apparently taking complete charge 
of the contest with a six-run upris- 
ing in the fourth frame, were tied 
in the sixth by a five-run Yankee 
rally high-lighted by Charley 
(King Kong) Keller’s second hom- 
er of the series with two aboard. 

But the Cardinals impressed 


yesterday’s record turnout, with 
their will to win as they clatved 
back to capture this game just as 
they had battled to triumph last 
Thursday when another mighty 


tied the score of the second game. 
DECIDING RUNS. 

What proved to be the deciding 
runs were scored in the seventh 
inning and were partly a gift by 
the unnerved Yanks and partly 
the result of the Cards’ ability to 
take advantage of every opening. 

Atley Donald, who had been 
summoned to relieve Rookie Hank 
Borowy with none out in the 
fourth, four runs already across 
and two on base, made himself the 
victim today. He gave two suc- 
cessive walks at the start of the 
seventh. 

The first was to Enos (Country) 
Slaughter and the second to Stan 
Musial. With the count on Musial 
3 and 2, Slaughter set sail for sec- 
ond and Catcher Bill Dickey, not 
knowing whether the next pitch 
was a ball or strike, made a wild 
throw to second tHat allowed 
Slaughter to go on to third. 

Walker Coope singled him 
home, sending Donald to the show- 
ers and bringing Ernie Bonham in.

BOSTON, Oct. 4. — (4) — The 
Boston symphony orchestra, sole 
major non-union orchestra in the 
country, disclosed today that it had 
been negotiating with James C. 
Petrillo, president of the Ameri- 


can Federation of Musicians 
(AFL), concerning union recogni- 
tion, But that certain barriers re- 
mained to be overcome before an 
agreement could be reached. 

The orchestra made this dis- 
closure—its first public pronounce- 
ment on its labor relations—while 
issuing the first general appeal for 
funds to sustain it in its 62-year 
history. 

Barred in recent years from 
making radio broadcasts or phono- 
graph records because its players 

do not belong to the union, the or- 
chestra said in .a printed an- 
nouncement to subscribers that the 
public was entitled to know of the 
orchestra management’s attitude 
on the labor issue before its con- 
tributed these funds. 

“The musical integrity of our in- 
stitution rests upon the wide dis- 
cretionary powers we have con- 
ferred upon the conductor (Serge 
Koussevitzky) in selecting person- 
nel and in matters of discipline,” 
the statement said. “We do not be- 
lieve our institution can maintain 
that integrity if ‘our musicians 
subscribe to the existing by- laws 
of the Federation of Musicians.” 

“If those by-laws were to be 
amended so as to permit the full 
and free pursuit of the highest ar- 
tistic standards, our chief cause for 
anxiety would be removed.” 

An orchestra spokesman assert- 
ed the questions of unionism and 
collective bargaining were not at 
stake, adding that “our only in- 
terest is in maintaining or improv- 
ing the standards of the orches- 
tra.” 

The chief stumbling block, he 
said. concerned the right of the 
conductor to hire personnel and 
to maintain discipline, and if 
agreement could be reached on 
these issues, he added, “it will be

Bulgars Be gin 
To Doubt Nazis 
Will Win War 


Only One Cabinet Mem- 
ber Reported Entirely 
Pro-Nazi. 


ANKARA, ‘Turkey, Oct. 2.— 
(Delayed)—(7)—A great many 
Bulgarians, some of them cabinet 
members, are beginning to won- 
der whether Bulgaria has bet on 
the wrong horse—Germany—in 
this war as in the last, according 
to creditable but necessarily 
anonymous travelers reaching 


Turkey from that Balkan nation. 
Some of these informants spent 
the last decade in Bulgaria. They 
said the only member of the Bul- 
garian cabinet who is a 100 per 
cent believer in Germany is Inte- 
rior Minister Peter Gabrovsky. 
Other ministers, they asserted, 
are drawing away from Gabrovsky 
as much as possible in order to 
keep some safe ground under their 
feet in case of a German defeat. 
Doubt that Germany would win 
the war flourishes in’ Bulgaria, 
and thousands are in concentra- 
tion camps for expressing their 
doubts too loudly, some of the 
travelers related. 
King Boris himself was report- 
ed virtually isolated and closely 
watched by Gabrovsky, the pro- 
Nazi cabinet ruler. 

Professor Floyd Black, president 
of the suppressed American col- 
lege in Bulgaria, who arrived in 
Istanbul today, reported that “the 
Bulgarian government is trying to 
build hatred among the citizens 
against Bolshevism, England and 
Roosevelt in that order.” 

Black was accompanied by nine 
other American teachers, repre- 
senting the entire staff of both 
the American college and Ameri- 
can mission school in Bulgaria. 
They stayed voluntarily in that 
country after the declaration of 
war against the United States to 
continue their educational work 
but the Bulgars closed the schools.

Plane Crash

37 Persons Aboard as 
Airship Falls Into Sea 
Off Botwood. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—(4)—Ten 
persons were killed and at least 
eight persons injured in an air- 
plane crash at Botwood, New- 
foundland, yesterday, the head- 
quarters of the eastern defense 
command and first army an- 
nounced late today. 

Thirty-seven persons were 
aboard the plane, but the Army 
announcement did not disclose 
how many were passengers. 

Poor communications facilities 
at Botwood, the Army said, made 
it difficult to establish the identity 
of the dead. 

The crash occurred between 5 
and 6 p. m. yesterday, the Army 
said. Apparently the plane fell 
into the sea off Botwood since the 
announcement mentioned towing 
the wreckage into shallow water to 
facilitate salvage operations. 

The airplane’s hull was split in 
the crash, the Army disclosed,

Wheeler Private Witnessed 
France’s Fall, Hopes to Return 


CAMP WHEELER, Ga., Oct. 4. 
(P)—‘Private X,” “with a bitter 
rasp in his voice, today took time 


out from training here to relate 
how his mother was murdered by 
Nazi storm troopers while he was 
fighting with the French Army in 
the battle for France. 

Private X, who is afraid his 
relatives in France will suffer if 


his identity is revealed, told the 
story of the fall of France, the) 
rush of thundering panzer di-| 
visions and the screaming of dive 
bombers. 


He never saw his mother after | 


he enlisted in the French Army 
September 6, 
place, after receiving very little 
training, in a French regiment en | 
route to Flanders. 

“The food was poor,” he said, 
“and my uniform was one that 
was used in the first World War. 
There were only three shoe sizes | 
and the troops were paid only 15 
francs (approximately 60 eents in 
American money) a month. 

Slept on Straw. 

“Gasoline was scarce and on one 
occasion, after we had loaded 50 
trucks with supplies, we had to 
push them several miles to their 
destination, since there was no 
fuel for them. We had no mat- 
tresses as they have in the Ameri- 
can Army—we slept on straw 
which was changed every six 
weeks.” 

A short time later, Private X’s 
regiment was thrown into the line 
defending France, but, he said, the 
Germans were too strong and the 
Army of France began to retreat. 
“The retreat was so fast that my 
regiment had to March 100 miles 
in three days,” he said.

When French resistance ended | 


the troops were disorganized and 
Private X went home—to find his 
mother dead, victim of Nazi storm 
troopers which were terrorizing 
his native country. 

He tried to make his way to the 
coast, hoping in some way to join 
the British—seeking revenge tor 
his mother, France and friends.

Now, Private X is in the Ameri- 
can Army and is receiving his

“This war is my war,” he de- 
clared as he recalled that at Sau- 
rush of thundering panzar di- 
cavalry school sacrificed their 
lives in an attempt to stop the 
German advance. 

“Ee s one of the most gallant 
stands,#f the war,” Private X re- 
lated’ ‘The 300 officer candidates, 
some of them little more than 
boys, resolved to hold a river bank 
at any cost. They fought back as 
long as they could and when the 
Germans finally bridged the river, 
not one of the 300 was alive. 

“Their sacrifice had allowed 
thuosands of French troops to 
withdraw to a new defensive posi- 
tion.”
